He 
is dying no little at n time and 
eonsiters it “rare luck to die 
piece by piece”. He is meeting 
death gracefully. 


Radium burns he suffered in 
1920 are inexurubly having thelr 
effect 35 years later. The 
left sleeve of his Jacket flaps 
emptily. He lost that arm in 
an operation Jast July. 


“T feel as Ho f were meeting 
death by instalments," he sald 
before today's 10-minute opera- 
tion that took away his hand.

Only 
his right thumb survived today’s 
operation, which claimed his 
middie und lite fingers and the 
paim.

Several 
hundred “good luck” cables 
from all over the world were

They had thought it would be 
impossible for him to leave the 
hospital today. 

But ‘he fooled them. He 
walked from the hospital and 
returned to his important wort.
